Appropriation Bill. 


WASHINGTON, 
June 13.—After the 
reading of the journal the house to-day 
went into committee on the whole on 
the Sunday civil appropriation 
bill. 
Mr. Cannon, of Illinois, said tiiat the 
amount of appropriation carried by the 
measure was in round numbers $28,- 
000,000. 
This 
was $13,000,000 less 
than the regular and special estimates. 
The sundry civil law for the current 
year provided for an expenditure of 
$25,000,000. 


The apparent excess in this bill was 
largely accounted for by certain extraor- 
dinary items. 
Among these were ex- 
penditures for the light house service, 
the bureau of engraving and printing, 
the eleventh census, t e irrigation sur- 
vey, the library 
building, artificial 
limbs for soldiers homes for^ disabled 
volunteers soldiers, and aid' to state 
homes. 
These amounted to $3,700,000. 
The bill was liberal, effective and eco- 
nomical. 


Mr. Cannon then trave a statement of 
the attitude of the appropriation bills. 
The fourteen regular appropriation bills 
as reported to the house aggregated an 
expenditure of S306,OQO^UOO: showing 
an excess $35,0JO,000 over the appro- 
priations for the current year 
This 
was nearly all accounted for in three 
bills—pension, $18,000,000; postoffict-s, 
$12,000,000, and navals, 
$21,000,000 
The other «37,000,000 resulted from the 
expansion incident to the growth o the 
country. 
The onlj bill not reported to 
the house was the general deficiency 
bill, and this would be report(fcd before 
the close of the fiscal year.

Tiie fourteen regular appropriation bills 
us reported to the house aggregated an 
expenditure of 830G,GQO,UOO: showing 
uu excess $35,OJO,000 over the appro- 
priations for the current year 
This 


was nearly all accounted for in three 
bills-pension, §18,000,000; postottices, 
§12,000,000, and uavals, §21,000,000 
1'lie other S37.000.000 resulted from the 
expansion incident to the growth o the 
country. The only bill not reported to 
ttio house was the general deficiency 
bill, aud this would be reported before 
the close of the fiscal year.
